Edgar Cayce was an extraordinary man by many standards. His life serves as a beacon for 
many modern-day psychics. 

Harmon Bro’s biography, “A Seer Out of Season”, de-mystified the impression that people 
with such gifts are superhuman, above the weaknesses of regular people. It depicts Cayce as 
a person who struggled with normal human weaknesses, just like the rest of us. 

Edgar Cayce, the “best-documented psychic”, is considered the father of holistic medicine. 
Many of his recommended treatments have been proven and are now considered state-of-the- 
art medical treatments. He was a “psychic diagnostician” who was able to treat patients even 
though they were many miles away from him. 

While in trance, he appeared to draw medical information from ancient cultures, such as Egypt 
and Greece, though some of his ideas were apparently totally new, involving treatments or 
products that were just invented or becoming available to the public. 

Cayce affirmed back in the 1920’s that everybody can develop psychic abilities, such as 
remote viewing, healing others, obtaining past life information during meditations, telepathic 
abilities, etc. Like any skill, some people have more natural talent than others, but with enough 
practice, anybody with a deep enough desire can acquire such abilities and become quite 
good at it.... As Cayce noted, there is a price to pay for having these abilities, like with any 
great talent. One has to relentlessly pay attention to the state of the mind and heart and watch 
the ego, so that it does not get inflated.
